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WE'VE PAID FOR THE WAR 

While Europeans are thinking about the 
possibility of another war, here are some 
figures which suggest Canadians do some plain 
and purposeful thinking about the last one. 

Questions asked the other day in the House 


of Commons brought the information that 
Canada’s war borrowings, down to Nov. 11th, 
1918, reached a total of $1,447,138,558.44. Of 


this sum $1,339,526,528.91 was borrowed by 
issuing bonds which are exempt from taxation. 

We are still paying interest on the entire 
amount of these war borrowings—every dollar 
of it. Issues which have fallen due have been 
met by fresh borrowings, and the war debt 
stands as it stood wi e bugles sounded the 
armistice. 

At 5 per cent—some of the bonds carried 
5% per cent— interest bill on this sum,

approximating $1,500,000,000, is $75,000,000 
every year, 

More than fifteen years have elapsed since 
November of 1918, But some of the bonds were 
issued and drawing interest years before that 
date. Taking this into account, we shall by this

How often do the ple of Canada 
to pay for that war?

Those Vancouver people who bombarded 
the coast newspapers with letters protesting 
against the civic reception to the cruiser Karls- 
ruhe, seem to have followed up their written 
protests with vocal and geologic demonstra- 
tions.

It's pleasing to note that whatever the Ger- 
man Consul or the mob did in the way of in- 
citing trouble, the veterans’ associations had no 
part in it. Indeed, they were among the first 
to extend an invitation to the officers and men 
of the Karlsruhe to uccept British Columbian 
hospitality.

British people haven't long memories for 
former enemies. If they had, th ps of 


France, Spain, Holland, Russia and United 
States would not be as popular as they are in 
British ports. It would be a matter for regret 
if the episode in Vancouver—which paralleled 
similar episodes in American ports—were con- 
strued as having any relation to the bygone 
war. They are demonstrations against the 
treatment which the Nazis in Germany have 
been meting out to Communists and Jews in 
their midst, aggravated in the Vancouver in- 
stance by the unwise and inflammatory re- 
marks of Dr. Seelheim. 
The Nazis, in their fanatical pursuit of a 
pure race,’ say that a club foot is a sign of 
bad blood. We don’t have to quote the case of 
Lord Byron because the Nazi Minister of Pro- 
paganda, Doktor Josef Goebbels, is himself the 
unfortunate possessor of a deformed foot. Far 
from being the “magnificent blonde beast” that 
Nietschze envisioned, he is short and slight, 
measuring five foot three inches and weighing 
it one hundred pounds. He has a receding 
, & large head and a sloping forehead. But 
in Germany feels any desire to point 
things in their devotion to truth and 
Goebbels is the head of a very 
s and efficient espionage system.

Stomach Ulcers 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many people who notice a gnawing feeling 


when the stomach is empty suffer from an 
flammation of the stomach. Such an infla 
mation if long-continued may result in an 
ulceration. Stomach ulcers are nwie common 
is generally realized. Inflammation, in- 
digestion and excessive acid- 
ity are quite ordinary symp- 
toms which are usually 
present for a long time bef 
the ulcers develop. Those 
who are neglecting appar- 
ently simple digestive trou- 
bles should take warning and 
try to correct the compara- 
tively mild complaint before 
such a serious condition as 
Fy ulcers of the stomach has 
Dr. F. McCoy time to develop. 

The normal stomach lining is protected in 
some way, not yet fully known, from bein 
eaten by the digestive juices which readily 
attack other kinds of flesh, such as the meat 
which you eat. It seems that when this lining 
is in a continual state of inflammation the pro- 
tective power is lessened and a little point of 
erosion may occur which is attacked by the 
powerful digestive juices of the stomach. Once 
an ulcer forms it tends to work in deeper and 
ries to keep the ulcer from eating 
through mach wall by building up and 
thickening the tissue around the outside of the 
ulcer. Should the inside of the ulcer be eaten 
away faster than the outside thickens, a hole 
is made which necessitates an immediate 
operation. 

Patients who have a severe gastritis or the 
beginning of stomach ulcers may notice a sharp 
burning pain after eating due to the irritation 
produced by the hydrochloris acid in the stom-

ach. In many cases the pain may be relieved 
by taking an alkali, such as soda or milk of 


magnesia, which temporarily neutralizes the 
acid condition and stops the pain. This is a 
logical temporary treatment and does no harm. 
The great danger, however, is that one may be 
deluded by this relief into thinking he is getting 
well and take no steps to really correct the 
trouble, which may continue to become worse 
until finally a well developed ulcer has formed. 

Two types of ulcers are found. In one the 
ulcer is in the stomach, the most common place 
being near the outlet, an ulcer of this type be- 
ing called a gastric ulcer; in the second, it is 
located immediatély below the stomach in the 
upper part of the small intestine and is called 
doudenal ulcer. The treatment is the same for 
both. 

I do not know of any sure way the patient 
can tell by any examination he can make by 
himself whether he is suffering from stomach 
ulcers; he should rely on his doctor to do this 
for him. 

If you believe you may have stomach ulcers 
the best plan is to have a very careful exami 
ation made, including the use of the x-ray. 
Many factors must be considered before an 
accurate diagnosis of stomach ulcers can be 
made. Once a competent physician has diag- 
nosed your condition as one of true stomach 
ulcers, you should immediately begin the right 
treatment.
